• 11 plants, but Its value depends mor< 
upon its tendency to hasten chernlea 
action In the noil rather than upon its 
life nn food for plants, and whether the 
Moll Is light or heavy, sterile or fertll" 
there Is some change Introduced bj 
lime when applied to the land. Its ten 
deiicy Is to work downward, for whlcl 
reason It Is advantageous to apply a 
small quantity each year after the first 
application, 
beginning with 
twenty 


bushels per acre on light soils and 
thirty bushels on heavy land; but ever 
ton bushels will show some results, at 
lime /Its the soil for the presence of 
micro-organisms which perform an Im 
portant function when providing plant 
food, an alkaline condition of the soli 
being sometimes necessary, especially 
for clover. As carbonic add Is largely 
generated by the decomposition of veg 
etable mutter In the noil, the applica- 
tion of lime creates many changes, 
chemically, In which other mineral and 
organic substances are broken up In 
their combinations, rendering soluble 
many Inert materials that could not be 
employed as plant food, but which ex- 
ist in the soil abundantly. While lime 
Is not, therefore, a necessary adjunct 
to the soil with other fertilizer*, and 
gives but little benefit to the crop It- 
self, yet Its Indirect action unlocks 
stores of rnaterlalu, and supplies the 
crops with available fertilizers.

action of lime In the soil Is nearly al- 
«'oys beneficial, and farmers who have 
usetl lime seldom discard It. 
It gives 


the best results on soils that contain 
large proportions of vegetable matter, 
and It releases stores of plant food* for 
the use of crops.

sible represents another Important task 
In connection with this product. Sassa- 
fras bark, or ground

among the preservatives most used In 
rural homes.

en spoiled by too much preservatives. 
Left to Itself, sweet cider Form becomes 
hard. 
Hard cider IB Intoxicating, and, 


on account of the difficulty <n determin- 
ing Just when alcohol begins to enter 
Into sweet elder many temperance peo- 
ple are Inclined to put the bun on all 
elder. 


Vinegar Is obtained by placing bar- 


rels of elder In the sun or In a warm 
cellar. 
Tho Nmgholes of the barrels 


are always left open. 
Mother of vine- 


gar I* put Into each barrel. In small 
quantities; and helps In the transforma- 
tion of elder to vinegar. 
A very large 


per cent of /:he elder that comes from 
the present-day elder mill is eventually 
turned Into vinegar.

H is a fact not appreciated by every 


one that tho quality of elder, and the 
other products of the elder as well. Is 
dependent upon the kind of apples that 
are used. Those people who insist on 
using the scrubs of the orchard for 
cider cannot expect tha best results. 
In some states apples are grown espe- 
cially for cider. A ripe apple and one 
that Is particularly full of Juice will 
make better dder, better Jelly and bet- 
ter apple butter than ones that do not 
possess these qualities.

•omrnon varieties of apples the Bald- 
ivln Is much desired for the elder mill. 


U«e«i of th« Mulberry. 


The mulberry has not been put to 


unny uses, and has not been as ex- 
enslvely used as Itii merits Indicate. 
The fruit of the best varieties Is very 
good when eaten fresh. 
Some of the 


varieties ripen their fruit over a period 
-f several months, which Is not true of 
any o,ther fruit. 
It can also be used 


or pies and Jellies, and those who 
hava used them say that they are quite 
good, says a bulletin by the North Car- 
illna station. The tree Is a rapid grow- 
r and makes a splendid shade tree, es- 
pecially around stables and stock yards. 


No better fruit Is known for swine 


nd chickens than the mulberry. 
Some 


re«s produce as high as ten or twelve, 
ushels o,f .rrult, and during the long 
rultlng period pigs and chickens need 
ittle other food. They also grow well 
n hog pastures and chicken yards, ami 
ive excellent shade. 
They serve an

mony, Lincoln reviewed 
the 
circum- 


stances, and after conceding that this 
nnd that seemed to point to defendant's 
guilt, closed by saying that ho had re- 
flected mucU on the case, and while it 
seemed probable that defendant was 
guilty, he was not sure, and looking 
the jury straight in the face, said:

rend learned articles which try

So tlu 
argument is In effect thnt a mnn need 
not be able to run, 
I cannot ngree 


with this conclusion; for walking at a 
moderate pace affects heart action only 
slightly.

heart. Is, I think, the best. Of course 
one who has n weak heart cannot Im- 
mediately run either fast or fnr; nor 
is it necessary for the average Individ- 
ual to learn to run greut distances at 
n high speed. 
But every one owes It 


to bis health to be able to run, without 
distress, say a half-mile nt a fair pnce. 
Let him begin by jogging one-eighth 
or one-quarter of a mile, then n half- 
mile, which distance he may ultimate- 
ly run reasonably fast.
